A Bani ne*# at Which th© Mechanic© 
Palled Knapper* Are Very Kxpert. 
There are in all twenty three dif­ 
ferent kinds of flint made, but it re­ 
quires some ingenuity to stretch 
them out so far. 
For instance, to 
make up the list you have gray 
muskets and black muskets, where 
difference is not at all in the work­ 
manship, but in the alleged quality 
of the flint. 
Setting aside minor 
kinds, the main classes of flint are 
for the common gun, the pocket and 
horse pistols, the musket, rifle and 
carbine. 
From the narrow point of his 
flake the workman chips a diminu­ 
tive flint foi » pocket pistol, though 
not so many of these are required as 
i of a larger size for horse pistols. 
But the flints most in request are 
the neat and well shaped ones used 
for rifles, and the biggest of all are 
required for carbines. There is also 
a continuous though not a very con­ 
siderable demand for strike-a lights, 
meant for the use of travelers and 
sportsmen who have had experience 
of damp matches. 
As each of these has its owr shape 
and size, which must be accurately 
reproduced, it will be seen that the 
knapper at the anvil has a task de 
manding lioth skill and judgment. 
Yet its execution has become so much 
of a habit with him that he talks and 
chips away as if by instinct. 
At 
every sharp pop down drops a gun 
flint, which he takes in his hand and 
lets the hammer play round till the 
sharp edges are blunted and the size 
made exactly what is required 
Tile 8i>oed at which he works may 
be inferred from the fact that each 
man calculates to turn out on an 
average 3,000 a day. In time of 
pressure a knapper has been known 
—by commencing very early in the 
morning and working to a late hour 
at night—to make 9,000. But that is 
deemed an extraordinary and pro­ 
digious day’s work. 
The employers as well as the men 
reckon that taking all the year 
round a third of that number repre­ 
sents the output of a man. This 
means about 12,000 a week, for it is 
an old custom in the trade to make 
Saturday and Monday holidays—the 
former is devoted to play and the 
latter is given up to tool sharpening. 
Knapping cannot be done unless the 
hammers are in perfect order, and it 
is said that the only smiths who can 
put them right are a few in the neigh­ 
borhood of Brandon who have done 
the work from infancy, and know to 
a nicety the face and temper re 
quired. 
It is very difficult to calculate the 
gross number of gun flints made an 
nnally. as the the work is in more 
hands than one, but in all England 
there are certainly not thirty men 
who can shape a flint. 
Business 
used to fluctuate very much, and in 
dull times some of the operatives 
were obliged to seek employment 
elsewhere. 
From half a dozen to a 
dozen knappers have constant work, 
however, and while they do not 
make fewer than 4,000,000 annually 
they must lie very busy to make 
8,000,000. 
Brandon is the rhief, but 
not the only seat of the manufac­ 
ture. Gun flints are still made in 
small quantities at Malaga tor ex­ 
ample, and specimens are to be seen 
in the British museum.—Dm gman’s 
Magazine.

S u c c u l e n t H o g F ood , 
The secret of healthy swine is plenty 
of good succulent food. They can not 
be kept healthy without it. 
Neither 
can pigs be made grow rapidly to ma­ 
turity without it. 
A writer says with 
truth that the natural food for hogs 
in the wild state is grass, the mast of 
the forest, roots and bulbs of plants. 
The neccessity for food of this char­ 
acter is well recognized by nature in 
providing the hog with a rooter for 
the purpose of obtaining it. 
Even 
after generations of domestication, 
with ample sustenance to satisfy all 
demands, this proclivity or desire to 
root, independent of neccessity, re­ 
mains as a prominent characteristic. 
Farmers who have practiced from 
this pointer, and during the Winter 
months have at stated intervals, at 
least twice a week, given one feed 
of potatoes beets, artichokes or tur­ 
nips, have found that the hogs not 
only relish them but derive great 
benefit therefrom. They are conduc­ 
ive to a perfect condition of the sys­ 
tem, stimulating the action of the 
various organs in the performance of 
their functions. 'Ihey aid in diges­ 
tion and assim ilation of ths more 
solid food. 
Brood 
sows 
as well 
as their young are especially ben­ 
efited by a liberal supply of root diet 
while pregnant. Indeed it is alm ost 
compulsory to insure strong, healthy 
pigs, 
and a natural 
farrow.—Ex­ 
change. 


B u tte r T h at Will N o t C o m e 
Cream varies. The churning must 
suit its conditions, the same as plow­ 
ing must be adapted to a certain 
principle. 
W hat would be thought of 
the farmer who would always lntch 
to the plow 
in precisely the same 
manner, regardless of the variability 
of the ground. The plow might run 
too deep or too shallow, or might fail 
to plow at all, and it surely would 
not do good work unless it were in­ 
telligently adjusted to circumstances. 
So with churning. Cream varies with 
feed, breed, season and period oi lac ­ 
tation. The fact is, farmers some­ 
times have cream that they cannot 
churn at all. 
Frequently they get 
butter only after much time and labor, 
and butter-fat has been wasted. 
In case of difficulty at this season, 
j warm the cream to a higher degree 
* than usual before setting it to ripen. 
! Also try churning it warmer. l>on t 
be troubled with bitter cream or 
| butter this Winter. 
If the cows’ have 
. suitable food this can be prevenred. 
i This disagreeable taste is developed 
: by bacteria which thrive at a low 
i temperature. 
Keep the cream a few 
degrees above freezing, and do not 
hold it too long.

It is wise to remem- j 
l>er that the best things can not be j 
procured for nothing.

buying 
breeding stock, one should consider 1 
the outcome in the future as well a- 
the results that are nearly in sight. 


S e as o n ab e P oultry Hints. 
A writer in the Orange J udd Fartnet 
says: I)o not negiect to take care ot 
the poultry droppings and apply to 
the crops. 
It is actually worth as 
much as the phosphates sold in the 
markets at $35 per ton, wit hout doubt, 
and no farmer or gamdener can af­ 
ford to let it be w’asted. The manure 
from a flock of hens will pay for their 
care. 
By applying it to the corn hills 
at planting time, it forces a rapid and 
luxuriant grow th. 
Provide something 
for the fowls to scratch and work in 
during the winter season. 
Two of my 
farmer friends have secured a quantity 
of dry road dust 
for their hens to 
dust themselves in. Coal ashes are 
excellent, Lay in some cabbage heads 
for the use of your poultry. They w ill 
appreciate the green food and the egg 
ba-ket will perhaps contain moreeggs. 
A bell-bred flock of hens are an orna­ 
ment to any farm and a source ol 
profit as well. 


U s e f u l P o in ters, 
The pigs that are to be used as 
Christmas roasters should “ come” in 
a comfortable place and be pushed 
till wanted for market. Hunts are not 
profitable as roasters any more than 
for anything else.

Farmers waste more than any oth­ 
er class of business men. 
Why is it? 
Farmer C. is going to market with 40 
pounds of butter today. 
Will he car­ 
ry anything else? 
No, he can’t both­ 
er today. To be sure, there is more 
pieplant and 
asparagus than the 
family can eat; it might bring $1.50 
to $2.00, but he doesn’t care to fuss 
for that. Then a little later comes 
strawberries, but he can give away 
what the family doesn’t want if the 
neighbors will pick them themselves. 
As for early peas there are hardly 
enough to pay for fussing with them. 
He might pick three pecks at 45 
cents, but they can spoil or the birds 
carry them off. The grocer tells him 
he will take all the sweet corn he will 
bring and pay for what he sells while 
he can take the remainder home to 
feed the pigs. 
Here is a dollar or two 
extra and he can carry it as well as 
p.ot when he goes to market with but- 
t*r and eggs; but it is a bother any 
way. 
If he cannot spare more than 
a couple of barrels of apples, or five 
bushels of potatoes, or two dozen 
cabbages, 
squashes, 
etc., he does 
not 
bother 
to 
find 
a market 
for so small a quantity, and pet haps 
he puts several dollars’ worth of vege­ 
tables that he has no use foe into the 
cellar, or out-door pit, simply because 
he doesn’t take the trouble to sell 
them. Now, I fancy, says a writer 
in

Gleaner,

hear 
some 
man say: “ The potatoes, etc., are 
worth something to feed live stock in 
Winter.” Does he feed them? Gener­ 
ally they remain in the cellar until 
February or March, whtn he carries 
out decayed cabbages, apples, etc.;

he thinks he 11 let them go until plant­ 
ing time, for be may need most cf 
them. A merchant often « (» ends more 
time in selling 50 to 25 cents’ worth 
of his stock, ihan in seliin^a$1 5 dress 
pattern. 
We say that is his business' 
It is a tariner’s business to try to sell 
his stock instead of letting it waste. 
A penny saved in farming 
1» worth as 
much as in any other business' In the 
largest business establishments if a 
book-keeper's accounts fall short a 
few cents, he often fepends hours of 
valuable time trying to tin*! out where 
the error lies. A farmer needs to calcu­ 
late as closely as any other business 
man iu order to be successful. 
Does 
he do it? 


M an uring Gras? Lands, 
The latter part of the fall and early 
winter is one of the best seasons for 
applying manure to gross lands. There 
are perhaps two advantages in this 
says a writer in the Farm, Cteld and 
Stockman; one is that during the win* 
! ter the rain and melting snow will aid 
m aterialiy to carry lue soluble por­ 
tions into the soil in & condition to be 
used by the growing plants, and the 
other is that the coarser or insoluble 
portions that remain on the surface 
will act as a mulch and help m aterial­ 
ly to prevent injury by thawing and 
freezing. It is often the ca« ethat both 
the meadows and pastures arecropjied 
so close that the plants are injured 
very seriously by the thawing and 
fieezing. 
One of the best plans of manuring is 
by applying on the grass lands. Of 
course where this 
1» „ ione a regular 
system of rotation should be followed 
up. At the same time with good man­ 
agement and proper manuring land 
may be kept in grass for heverai years 
without a change. 
With both meadows and pastures 
by keeping the soil rich a bet ter growth ; 
can be secured, and this implies the i 
keeping of more stock and the making 
of more manure. 
If m anure is applied early 
to gra*s, 
it Will^work down on th e soil so th at 
it will not interfere with th e growth of \ 
the grass the next spring. 
However, ■ 
if applied in large lumps some d am ag e 
may b done to the p lan ts by sm oth­ 
ering them . By a iittle care inspread* 
ing, so t h at it will be scattered evenly 
over the surface, this may be avoided. ‘ 
Of course care must be taken not to 
haul out when the soil is soft as con­ 
siderable damage will be done in this 
way. 
But there will be plenty of op- | 
portunity for hauling out manure J 
during the winter into the meadows j 
and pastures, when no i jury will be | 
done by manuring and the soil be in 
good condit.on to derive the benefit ; 
from the application. The finer the 
manure, and the more evenly it is

Several of them testi­ 
fied that they had been driven from 
the doors of rich men’s houses with 
clubs, and a number of them, when 
questioned as to the reasons assigned 
for a refusal to support them with 
food, said the invariable reason was 
that they could not afford it. 
These stories told on different oc­ 
casions, 
without 
collusion, in 
a 
modest and respectful manner, with­ 
out the slightest evidence of ill-will to 
anybody, with no reproaches for any 
unkindness, 
and 
with grateful ac­ 
knowledgement of every benefaction, 
impressed me as the words of sober­ 
ness and truth. 
I have often wondered if after all it 
isn’t easier work to feed a tramp oc­

W h a t Is L egal In a C o lo n y Is N e t Al­ 
lo w a b le In t h e Im psriai Capital. 
The present condition of the mar­ 
riage laws in England and the col­ 
onies can hardly be regarded as sat­ 
isfactory. The promoters of what 
is termed reform in the marriage laws 
strongly maintain that, as fifteen of 
the most important dependencies of 
the crown, including India, have deem­ 
ed it expedient to permit marriage 
with the sister of a deceased wife, and 
that as this reform has received the 
approval ot the imperial government, 
it is exceedingly undesirable that a 
colonist returning to England with 
his second wiie and family should find 
himself in the position of being look­ 
ed upon as illegally married, and that 
his children should be regarded as 
illegitimate, when the law under which 
he married his first wife's sister has 
had th?* sanction of the sovereign, 
without which it could not have be^n 
in existence. The replies 
made to 
these statem ents are that, in the 
opinions of a large number of people, 
the marr.a;e with the deceased wife's 
sister is sinful, and not a true mar­ 
riage. and that, if such unions be per­ 
mitted, 
the legalization 
of 
them 
would not convert wrong into right. 
At the same time, those persons who 
hold these opinions acknowledge that 
a marriag * with a deceased wile's sis­ 
ter contracted in the colonies is per­ 
fectly legal. 
There can be no doubt, according to 
the London Q :een, that the anom al­ 
ies of these marriage laws need re­ 
vision. 
It is absurd to think that in 
tfie one island of Great Britain two 
distinct marriage laws exist at the 
present time. 
Formerly, 
the mere 
declaration of a man, made in public, 
that the woman w th whom he was 
associated was h;s wife rendered a 
couple lega lv married in Scotland. 
This law was the foundation of what 
was formerly called Gretna Green 
marriages, when, in the ante-railway 
days, a young couple wishing to be

ly born, so that they become lawful 
heirs to the father’s landed estates, 
oersonal property and dignitaries.

Put in a 
cement door to keep rata from boring 
up through the ground. Finish nicely 
and you have a very cheap building, 
yet onewhich you will not be ashamed 
of. It will come in play for storing all 
kinds of implements when not in use 
for corn—Farm and Home. 


S u c c u le n t H o g F o od . 
Tile secret of healthy swine is plenty 
of good succulent food. They can not 
be kept healthy without it. Neither 
can pigs be made grow rapidly to ma­ 
turity without it. A writer says with 
truth th at the natural food for hogs 
in the wild state is grass, the mast of 
the forest, roots and bulbs of plants. 
The lieccessity for food of this char­ 
acter is well recognized by nature in 
providing the hog with a rooter for 
the purpose of obtaining it. Even 
after generations of domestication, 
with ample sustenance to satisfy all 
demands, this proclivity or desire to 
root, independent of neccessity, re­ 
mains as a prominent characteristic. 
Farmers who have practiced from 
this pointer, and during the Winter 
months have a t stated intervals, at 
least twice a week, given one feed 
of potatoes beets, artichokes or tu r­ 
nips, have found th at the hogs not 
only relish them but derive great 
benefit therefrom. They are conduc­ 
ive to a jierfect condition of the sys­ 
tem, stimulating the action of the 
various organs in the performance of 
their functions. They aid in diges­ 
tion and assimilation of th* more 
solid food. 
brood 
sows 
as well 
as their young are especially ben­ 
efited by a liberal supply of root diet 
while pregnant. Indeed it is almost 
compulsory to insure strong, healthy 
pigs, and a natural 
farrow.—Ex­ 
change. 


B u tter T h a t WHI N o t C o m e 
Cream varies. The churning must 
suit its conditions, the same as plow­ 
ing must be adapted to a certain 
principle. W hat would be thought of 
the farmer who would always hitch 
to the plow in precisely the same 
manner, regardless of the variability 
of the ground. The plow might run 
too deep or too shallow, or might fail 
to plow at all, and it surely would 
not do good w ork unless it were in­ 
telligently adjusted to circumstances. 
So with churning. Cream varies with 
feed, breed, season and period of lac­ 
tation. The fact is, farmers some­ 
times have cream th at they cannot 
churn at all. 
Frequently they get 
butter only aftermuch time and labor, 
and butter fat has been wasted. 
In case of difficulty at this season, 
warm the cream to a higher degree 
than usual before setting it to ripen. 
Also try churning it warmer. Don t 
I be troubled with bitter cream or 
butter this Winter, 
lf the cows’ have 
suitable food this ran be prevented. 
This disagreeable taste is developed 
by bacteria which thrive at a low 
temperature. 
Keep the cream a few 
degrees above freezing, and do not 
hold it too long.

The farmers of the country need to 
give careful attention to horse breed­ 
ing.

S e a s o n a l) a P ou ltry H in ts, 
A writer in the Orange Judd Funnel 
says: Do not neglect to take care of 
the poultry droppings and apply to 
the crops. It is actually worth as 
much as the phosphates sold in t lie 
markets at $3-3 per ton, wit hout doubt, 
and no farmer or garndener can af­ 
ford to let it be wasted. Tile manure 
from a flock of hens will pay for their 
care. By applying it to the corn hills 
at planting time, it forces a rapid and 
luxuriant growth. Provide something 
for the fowls to scratch and work in 
during the winter season. Two of my 
farmer friends have secured aquantity 
of dry road dust for their hens to 
dust themselves in. Coal ashes are 
excellent. Day in some cabbage heads 
for the use of your poultry. They will 
appreciate the green food and the egg 
basket will perhaps contain more eggs. 
A bell-bred flock of hens are an orna­ 
ment to any farm and a source oi 
prolit as well. 


U se fu l P o in ter s, 
The pigs th at are to be used as 
Christmas roasters should “come’* in 
a comfortable place and be pushed 
till wanted for market. Runts are not 
profitable as roasters any more than 
for anything else.

W h a t Is L e g a l In a C o l o n y Is N e t A l­ 
lo w a b le in th e Im p e r i a l C a p it a l. 
The present condition of the m ar­ 
riage laws in England and the col­ 
onies can hardly be regarded as sat­ 
isfactory. The promoters of what 
is termed reform in the marriage laws 
strongly maintain that, as fifteen of 
the most important dependencies of 
thecrown, including India, have deem­ 
ed it expedient to permit marriage 
with the sister of a deceased wife, and 
that as this reform has received the 
approval of the imperial government, 
it is exceedingly undesirable that a 
colonist returning to England with 
his second wile and family should find 
himself in the position of being look­ 
ed upon as illegally married, and that 
his children should be regarded as 
illegitimate, when the law under which 
he married his first wife’s sister has 
had the sanction of the sovereign, 
without which it could not have been 
in existence. The replies 
made to 
these statements are that, in tile 
opinions of a large number of people, 
the marriage with the deceased wife's 
sister is sinful, and not a true m ar­ 
riage. and that, if such unions be per­ 
mitted, 
the legalization 
of 
them 
would not convert wrong into right. 
At the same time, those persons who 
hold these opinions acknowledge th a t 
a marriage with a deceased wife’s sis­ 
ter contracted iii the colonies is per­ 
fectly legal. 
There can be no doubt, according to 
the London tureen, th at the anomal­ 
ies of these marriage laws need re­ 
vision. 
It is absurd to think that in 
tile one island of Great Britain two 
distinct marriage laws exist at the 
present time. 
Formerly, the mere 
declaration of a man, made in public, 
that the woman with whom he was 
associated was his wife rendered a 
couple legally married in Scotland. 
This law was the foundation of what 
was formerly called Gretna Green 
marriages, when, in the ante-railway 
days, a young couple wishing to be 
married hastened in a post-chaise to 
the most available place in Scotland, 
pursued possibly by the father or 
guardian of the lady iii another post- 
chaise; but if they first reached Gretna 
Green, and the man declared the wo­ 
man to be his wife in the historical 
blacksmith’s shop where the records 
were kept they were then and there 
legally married. This absurdity has 
been done away with; there are no 
Gretna Green mar ria aes nowadays; 
but in this one island we have laws so 
distinct th a t it is quite possible for a 
Scottish peer to sit in the house oi 
lords aud legislate for the community 
at large; while, by the law of England, 
he may he regarded as an illegitimate 
child, not tile son of his own father 
nor entitled to his own name; in .Scot­ 
land and in some parts of the conti­ 
nent, as is well known, the celebration 
cf marriage renders legitimate all chil­ 
dren th at the wife may nave previous­ 
ly horn, so that they become lawful 
heirs to the father’s landed estates, 
personal property and dignitaries.
